A decision

ily put the state of Missouri in 
the liquor business. 
When the high court upheld the 
Missouri law which controls the 
transporting of liquor across the 
state, the decision gives the M is­ 
souri Liquor Control office a stock 
of 841 cases worth about $36,- 
484.51. 
The liquor was confiscated in 
past months by the state patrol or 
liquor control 
officers 
and im ­ 
pounded pending the outcome of 
the test case in the supreme court. 
In all five cases are involved 
in the litigation.

quiring him to m ake bond before 
he was released. 
If the person who w rite this 
letter to you had taken the time to 
investigate, it would have been 
found that the case is accurately 
recorded in the 
Police Judge’s 
docket book (No. 305). The charge 
was “wilfully and unlawfully driv­ 
ing and operate o motor vehicle in 
a careless and reckless m anner and 
in a m anner not careful and p ru­ 
dent. to wit: 
Running an inter­ 
section of streets when the signal 
displayed a red light.” 
I personally witnessed this vio­ 
lation and sent two officers to 
arrest the driver of the car.

had been observed speeding prior 
to this offense. The officers failed 
to catch him because of the high 
rate of speed but one officer did 
manage to obtain the license num ­ 
ber of the violator.
